Les Harris — VE3AYZ motioned that a letter be written to the 
SCM informing him that Bill Roberts - VE3ARN has been nominated 
as the Emergency Coordinator for our Club. 


A letter was placed on file from Les Harris —- VE3AYZ (a copy) 
setting out the work that the Lakehead Amateur Radio Club has 
done for the public (during) the past year. 


The Secretary has been asked to write the Radio Society of 
Ontario and the American Radio Relay League for a list of 
benefits that the Club would receive if (we) were to affiliate 
with them. 


Mention was made by Bill Roberts —- VE3ARN of a portable 
generator that is for sale, and would be suitable for use with 
the HW-12A. 


The business portion of the meeting was over at 9:30 pm. 


Les Harris — VE3AYZ then proceeded to give a talk on TVI and 
such as it affects the amateur, along with a few anecdotes 
concerning his activities with the DOT in searching out sources 
of interference.
